: der the conſulſhip of Dioc/efan and Ariſtobalus, 
at Egea, in Lycia, the proconſul Lyfas holding his 
audience, ſaid : let thoſe chriſtians be brought in 
that were arreſted by the city officers in execution 
of our orders. Euihalius, the chief geoler, ſaid to the 
proconſul : lord, with all the ſearching thoſe officers 
' have made, they could only diſcover three young 
boys brothers, two women, and a little child. Here 
is one of the brothers, what would your excellency 
have done to him? The proconſul Zy/as ordering 
him to be called, ſaid to him, ſon, what is your 
name? The youth anſwered, lord, my name 1s 
Claud. Lyfias ſaid, do not amuſe yourſelf in all 
theſe follies, my ſon, believe me, ſacrifice to the 
gods; it is the only means to avoid the torments pre- 
pared for all thoſe that refuſe. Claud anſwered, the 
| God whom I adore does not require ſuch ſacrifices. 
The molt agreeable offering we can make to him is 
good works; theſe are the ſacrifices he loves. As to 
your gods, they, are only unclean ſpirits, that take a 
pleaſure in deſtroying the ſouls of their adorers ; there- 
fore you will never perſuade me to adore them. Then 
the: proconſul ordered a hundered laſhes with the whip 
to be given him, ſaying that was the only means to 
make him wiſe. Claud ſaid, tho' you were to make

me ſuffer torments a thouſand times more cruel, yet 
you would not gain your ends; know that- you do 
yourſelf more ill than me.

orders them to be inſtantly puniſhed if they refuſe; 
but alſo if they obey, they ſhall be filled with honours, 


and enrolled for a ſhare in the prince's gratifications. 


('/aud ſaid, thoſe honours and gratifications, you ſo ex- 


to], will only be for a time; whereas the recompence 


1 ſhall receive for confeſſing Jeſus Chriſt will be eter- 
nal. Lyſias ordered him to be put upon the rack, and 


a fire to be kindled under his feet. He even contrived 
an extreme wickedneſs, which was to cut the fleſh off | 


his heels, and put it into his hands, that by ſhaking 


them with the horror that bloody fleſh would give 


him, they might fall into the fire underneath him, and 


ſo appear as if he had offered them in ſacrifice. Claud 


ſaid, the fire and ſharpeſt torments can have no effect 
upon thoſe that ſear God. Ly/fias commanded them 


to apply the iron claws to him. Claud ſaid, I would 


have you know by the little effect your torments have 
upon me, that your gods are nothing, or at moſt are 
but wicked devils, miſerable impotent creatures. As 
to you, fear the fire that is never extinguiſhed, y- 
Has ſaid to the executioners, take potſherds, chuſe the 
iharpeit, and moſt cutting, tear his ſides with them, 
and tr.en put lighted torches to them. Whilſt they 
exccuted this, Claud ſaid, your fires and puniſhments 
do me more good than you think of; they make my 
ſalvation entirely ſecure. What one ſuffers for the 
name and glory of the Lord, cauſes no grief nor ſor- 
row; to die for Jeſus Chriſt is better than all the 
riches in the world. Lyfas ſaid, let him be taken 


away and carried back to priſon, and bring another in. 


Euthalius the chief gaoler ſaid, in execution of your 
excellency's orders, I bring before you A4/erius the 


ſecond brother. The proconſul ſaid, and you, Wy

how little difficulty ſoever you make, you fee every 
thing ready to force you to it by the ſtrength of tor- 
ments, I need but ſpeak the EY Aerius ſaid, there 
is but one God who dwells in heaven, and will one day 
come upon earth which he governs by his providence: 
thoſe from whom J received birth taught me to love 
and adore him. Moreover 1 know not what po call 
gods; believe me in your turn, all this is but the mere 
invention of men, there is not the leaſt truth in it. 
Then Lyſas ordered him to be hung upon the rack, 
ard to ſay to him whilſt they were tearing his ſides, 
ſacrifice, ſacrifice; believe the gods, believe the gods. 
Aller ius ſaid, I am his brother whom you have inter- 
rogated, and who has conſounded you 5 his anſwers. 
Know that he and I act by the ſame ſpirit; that we 
have but one opinion, one faith, and one God. Do 
the worſt you, can, my body is in your power, but, 
thanks be to God, my ſcul is not. Ly/as ſaid, let his 
feet be pinched with pincers, to ſee if his ſoul will ſuf- 
fer nothing: he ought not to fear for it, ſince it is not 
in my power. Alerius ſaid, what fury poſſeſſes thee, . 
why doſt thou torment me thus, what have I done to 
deſerve ſo cruel a treatment? Doſt thou not ſee, miſer- 
able man, what God prepares. for thee as a puniſh. 
ment for thy cruelty ? I ſaid, this ſhall not hinder 
me from burning thy feet ; and whilſt ſome burn them, 
let others ſtrike him violently with ox nerves upon the 
ſtomach and reins. Aferius ſaid, I beg but one favour 
of you, which 1s that you may not leave any part of 
my body unwounded. Ly/ias ſaid, let him be ſent

celled in his art. When he ſung upon the T heatre, he 


charmed, by the beauty and ſtrength of his voice; and 
when he acted his parts, he repreſented them to the 
life in a ſurpriſing manner : nothing was mote natural 


or reſembling, than the copies he drew of the manners 
of men, and eſpecially of the ridiculouſneſs of moſt 


part of their actions Dioclefian being one day at the 
Comedy, Gene/ius knowing the prince mortally hated 


the chriſtians, thought a piece in which the mylteries 
of their religion was acted, would pleaſe him infinitely. 
He therefore appeared in a bed. How ſick I am, my 


friends, cries he, 1 ſhall die of it; I feel a dreadful 
heavineſs upon my ſtomach, cannot you take it from 
me,

me, and make me lighter? Thoſe that were about his 
bed ſaid to him, what would thou have us do to thee, 
and how ſhall we make the lighter ? Are we carpenters 
or joiners, and wouldſt thou have us ule the plane 
upon thee ?

You underſtand nothing of it, ſays Geneſius, and that 
is not what I aſk ; as I find my end drawing near, I 
would at leaſt die a Chriſtian. And why, the other 
actors replied ? Becauſe, anfwered Gene/iz:, at my death 
God may receive me into his paradiſe, as a deſerter of 
the party of your gods. They then feigned to go and 
fetch a prieſt and an exorciſt, and two comedians re- 
preſenting the perſonages of thoſe two miniflers of the 
church, placing themſelves at the pillow of that pre- 
- tended ſick man, they ſaid to him, what wouldſt thou 
have of us, my ſon, and why haſt thou ſent for us? 
Then Gene/ius ſuddenly changed by a miraculous effect 
of prate, anſwered, no more by play or feint, but 
very ſeriouſly and with all his heart: I have had you 
called to receive the grace of 'Jeſus Chriſt by your 
miniſtry, that receiving a new birth in the * Bap- 
tiſm, J may be purified from all my fins, and diſcharg- 
ed from the weight of my iniquities. They perform 
the ceremonies of baptiſm, and veſt the neophyte with 
a white robe; then ſome ſoldiers, who ſaid they were 
ſent by the prefect of Rome, ſeize him, feigning to 
ill treat him, and led him to the emperor, who laught 
with all his might, when he ſaw what commonly paiſed 
at the taking of the holy martyrs, was performed in 
ſo lively a manner. To continue the play, Diocleſian 
pretending to be very angry, aſked him it it were true 
that he was a chriſtian. © Vis 7

* which Gene/zus anſwered in theſe very terms; 
1 my lord, and you grandees of the empire, offi- 
cers of the prince's houſe, courtiers, and citizens, be 
attentive to my words: I had conceived ſo great a 
horror of the chriſtians, that meeting them was always 
a dreadful preſage to me; their name was become fo 
odious to me, that I could not avoid ſhuddering when 
I only heard it pronounced ; and I took an extreme 
_ pleaſure in going to inſult thoſe even in the midit of 
torments, who were giving their life in defence of 
that name. This unjuſt averſion proceeded ſo far, 
and inſpired me with ſuch unreaſonable ſentiments, 
that I could not bear thoſe to whom blood and nature 
united me, not even thoſe to whom I owed my birth. 
It was enough for me that they were chriſtians, to be- 
come the object of my hatred ; their moſt holy myſ- 
teries ſeemed to me no leſs. worthy of laughter than 
their perſons were of contempt. This made me care- 
fully ſtudy their ceremonics, and the different prac- 
tices of their religion to turn them into ridicule, and 
to compoſe comic pieces of them to divert you. But, 
O ſurpriſing wonder! the very moment the water of 
baptiſm had touched my body, and the queſtion was 
aſked me if I believed, I had anſwered, I believe, 
that moment, I ſay, I perceived a company of angels 
glittering with light, deſcending from heaven, and 
3 ſtopping about me: they read in a book all the fins I 
have committed ſince my infancy, and then plunged 
that book in the water of the font where I ſtill was, 
from whence withdrawing it, they ſhewed me the 
leaves as white as ſnow, without any appearance that 
they had ever been written upon. Vou therefore, O 
Emperor and Romans, that hear me, you that have 
ſo many times applauded I profanations 1 —_ of 
| . thoie 
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| thoſe ſacred myſteries, begin to day to reverence them 
with me; believe that Jeſus Chriſt is the true God, 
that he is the light, the truth, and goodneſs itſelf ; 
by him you may hope the pardon of your fins, Dio- 
clefian, quite boiling with wrath and ſpite, delivered 
him to Plautian, prefect of the pretorium, after break- 
ing many ſticks upon his body. Plautian trying in 
vain to force him to ſacrifice to the gods, cauſed his 
ſides to be torn and burnt. During his torments, he 
continually repeated, there is no other ſovereign Lord 
of theworld, but he whom I have-had the happineſs 
to ſee, I adore him, and acknowledge him for wy 
God; and tho' I ſhould be put to death a thouſand 
times for him, I would die as often with joy. For- 
ments ſhall never be able to take his holy name from 
my mouth. How ſorry I am for having known him 
ſo late; what ſorrow my paſt errors give me, that I 
have blaſphemed that adorable name ſo long; how 
could I have had ſuch horror of the chriftians, who 
now put all my happineſs in dying a chriſtian? In 
fine, Plautian ordered his head to be cut off the 25th 
of Auguſt.

and we find ourſelves inclined thereto, by a deſire of 
contributing to the glory of ſo many ſaints, for which 
we ſhall labour with ſo much the more ſolidity, as we 
are certain the recital we are about to make is taken 
from very authentic memoirs. Indeed the tradition of 
it could not yet be weakened by the length of time, 


and we almoſt join thoſe who were the witneſſes of it. 


In fine, we do ourſelves a ſenſible pleaſure in publiſh - 
ing the happineſs of Agaune, and in gratifying the 
faithſul people who dwell there; for if thoſe rH 
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which have the honour to be the depoſitaries of the 
ſacred ſpoils of one martyr, are regarded with a kind 
of religious veneration, what reſpect ought we not to 
have for a place conſecrated by the blood of above ſix 
thouſand martyrs. When the world groaned under 
the tyranny of Diocleſian and Maximian, heaven was 
peopled with martyrs. All the provinces of the em- 
pire ſent them thither in multitudes, and no day paſſed 
without many falling under- the edge of the ſword. 
Maximian ſignaliſed himſelf on this occaſion; and as 


| he far exceeded his colleague in avarice, cruelty, and 


impurity, ſo he ſurpaſſed him in his attachment to the 
execrable worſhip of his gods, and by his hatred of the 
true God: ſo that he armed, to ſpeak thus, all his im- 


| Plety for the ruin and deſtruction of the chriſtian name. 


When any one preſumed to profeſs chriltianity openly, 
his houſe was ſoon ſurrounded with ſoldiers, who took 
him from the arms of his family, and dragged him to 
puniſnment. In fine, the tyrant had it ſo at heart to 
aboliſh the religion of Jeſus Chriſt, that he made a 
ſhameiul truce with the barbarians, that he might 
apply himſelf entirely to the perſecution of the

HERE was then in the army a legion called the 
 Thebean. A legion conſiſted of 6600 effective 
men. This Maximian had brought from one of the 


_ eaſtern provinces, where it was quartered. and with 


this new reinforcement he might have defeated his 
enemy, if the unjuſt paſſion which animated him 
againſt the chriſtians, had not made him prefer the 
cruel pieaſure of ſhedding their blood to the glory of 
conquering the enemies of the empire. For this The- 
bean legion was wholly compoſed of brave men, of a 
tried valour, intrepid in danger, and who for the moſt 

t were grown old in the ſervice; moreover being 
faithful to Jeſus Chriſt, they were immoveable in their 


f . faith, and knew how to pay to God what belonged to 


God, at the ſame time paying to Cæſar what belonged 
to Cæſar. The emperor having ordered them with 
other troops againſt the chriſtians, whom he cauſed to 
be taken every where and lead to death, they declared 
plainly that they could not obey ſuch unjuſt orders, 
and that they were not come to be the miniſters of 
the cruelty of the prince, but to help him to obtain 
victories. Maximian was not far from the camp, for 


be had retired to Mariigny, where he reſted after his 


long march. But at the firſt news he received of that 
generous reſiſtance of the T hebean legion, he ran ſult 
of rage, and breathing but blood and vengeance. But 


L before I proceed, I muſt give a plan of the place where 


that legion was encamped. Agaune is about ſixty miles 
from Geneva, and fourteen from the Lemon-/akte. It 
is ſituated in a valley amidſt the 4/ps, whoſe points

ſurround it on every ſide. 'The' Rhone which flows 
acroſs it, leaves upon its two banks but a narrow and 
difficult way, rocks advancing on both ſides of its bed 
to the very edges of it. But after paſſing this long 
defile, the foot of the mountains beginning to make 


room to the right and left, form a circle including a 


very extenſive plain, in the midſt of which is the vil- 


lage of Agaune. There the Thebean legion had retired, 


after making its declaration, that it could not defere 
to the cruel orders of the emperor. The fury this had 
excited in the mind of that prince was ſo violent, that 
he inſtantly ordered the legion to be decimated. that 
thoſe whom the lot had ſpared, intimidated by the 
danger they had avoided, and by the fight of their 
companions ſlain before their eyes, might reſolve to 
obey ; but neither that ſorrowful fight, nor the fear of 
a like deſtiny, could ſhake them. They all cried 
aloud, that their hands ſhould never be ſeen defiled 
with the murther of their brethren, nor ſmoaking with 
their innocent blood; that they deteſted the impious 
worſhip of idols, they were adorers of the true God, 
and they would endure the laſt extremities, and death 
itfelf, rather than do the leaſt thing contrary to the re- 
ligion they profeſſed. This being told Maximian, he 


ordered the legion to be decimated again, and then 


they ſhould continue to force the reſt to execute his 
firſt orders. The legion was decimated again; but the 
reſt without being aſtoniſhed, perſevered conſtantly in 
the ſame refuſal. the officers and ſoldiers exhorting 
one another to ſtand firm in ſo brave a reſolution. But 
he that inſpired them moſt with this admirable firm- 
neſs, was St. Maurice their colonel, with Eæuperus 
field-marſhal, and Candidius provoſt of the legion. 
Theſe three officers ceaſed not to repreſent to them 
the holineſs of the oath they had taken to Jeſus Chriſt, 
and the fidelity they owed to him as their emperor, 
that it was noble to die for the defence o f the law 5

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God; that the example of their companions, whom 
they ſaw ftretched upon the duſt, as ſo many victims 
ſacrificed to the glory of that great God, ought won- 
derfully to encourage them ; that from the height of 
heaven, where they had juſt aſcended, they ſtretched 
out their hand to them, and ſhewed them crowns re- 
ſembling thoſe they ſaw ſhining upon their heads. 
Thoſe three great men had no difficulty to kindle in 
the hearts of their ſoldiers, that divine fire they burnt 
with themſelves. All fighed after martyrdom. Thus 
animated with that fine fire, they cauſed a writing to 
be preſented to Maximian, conceived nearly in theſe

Maximian having ordered this letter to be read, 


equally ftrong and reſpectful, and no longer hoping 


to be able to overcome the conſtancy of thoſe ge- 
nerous Chriſtians, reſolved to put them all to the ſword. 


Our ſaints ſeeing the ſoldiers approach with drawn 


ſwords, laid down their arms; and preſenting their 
necks to the executioners, they received the mortal 
ſtroke without uttering the leaſt complaint. They 
could have ſold their lives very dear. And being 
powerful in their number and valour, they could have 
made the ſoldiers that maſſacred them ſenſible, that it 
was nct very ealy to deprive them of it, But remem- 
bring that he whom they adored, and for whoſe love 
they died, like a peaceable lamb had not even'open- 
ed his mouth to complain of the injuſtice of his ene 
mies, they ſuffered themſelves to be torn to pieces as 
innocent ſheep, aſſaulted by a company of hungry 
wolyes in a loneſome place. 'The earth in an inſtant 
was covered with bodies either dead, or dying, and 
with long rivers of blood flowing on every fide.

e were, ever made ſuch torrents roll thus upon 
the ſand ? Were fo many criminals ever puniſhed at 
once by one ſingle fentence ? However tho* a crime 
committed by a multitude of guilty, remains almoſt 
always unpuniſhed, yet here the multitude cannot ſave 
even the innocent. Thus a ſingle man abufing his 
Power, makes a whole eople of ſaints periſh by a 
ſingle word. Thus that _ of mortal angels was 
extinguiſhed in its blood ; but we ought to believe ic 
went that very moment to join the heavenly ſpirits, 
to praiſe and bleſs the Lord of hoſts fer ever. The 
martyr Victar was not of the legion, he even no longer 
bore arms; but having obtained letters of a veteran, 
he had retired into the country. , As he was travelling 
chance led him into the camp of Maximjan, the day 
of that horrible expedition we have juſt mentioned. 
There he found the performers of it making great 
cheer. They had obtained the ſpoils of the martyrs 
for a recompence of their infamous cruelty, and hay- 
ing equally ſhared them, they were rejoicmg for that 
good fortune. They had no ſooner perceived Yor, 
- they invited him to fit down to table with them. 
Full of wine, and fill more intoxicated with a fooliſh 
joy, they told him what had happened. But he ſhud- 


dering with horror, and deteſting thoſe murtherers 
” | | within

within his mind, he could not reſolve to touch vic- 
tuals ſprinkled with human blood. He haftily aroſe, 


and fleeing ſo dreadful a meal, he was already medi- 


tating his retreat, when the ſoldiers perceiving it, they 
aſked him briſkly if he was a chriſtian. Yes I am, 
ſays he, and ſhall be ſo, with the grace of God, as long. 
as I live, He had no ſooner uttered theſe words, than 
they fell upon him, and maſſacred him. However we 
could not know the names of that great number of 


martyrs, except theſe three, viz. S. Maurice, S. Hæ- 


uperus, and 8. Candi dus, with all the enquiry we could 


make. Indeed the city of Solara ſtill preſerves the 


memory of Vidtor and Urſus, commonly held to be tao 


ſoldiers of that bleſſed legion, and who endured mar- 
tyrdom in that city. I muſt now relate, for the ſatis - 
faction of the readers, what was the tragical and dread - 


ful end of the tyrant. He would form a deſign, to 
his own misfortune, of deſtroying Conflantine his ſon- 
in-law, who after the death of his father had been 
raiſed to the empire. But that new emperor having 
= diſcovered: his bad intention, and eſcaped the ambuſh 
= Maximian had laid for him, he ſurpriſed himſelf in 


Merſailles ; and having ſecured his perſon, he cauſed 
him to be ſtrangled. Thus enced his life by a death 


worthy of it, who was one of the moſt wicked men 
that ever aſcended the throne of the Ceſars. As to 
the bleſſed martyrs of Azaune, tradition teachcs us, 


that many yezrs after their paſſage into heaven, Theo- 
dere, the holy biſhop of Sicn, had a revelation of the 
place which contained their ſacred bodies, and cauſed 


a very fine church to be built there. During its 


building, an affair happened which we muſt not omit 
to relate, Among the workmen employed there, was 


a pagan. One Sunday whi'ſt the chriſtians were at 


the divine ſervice, he alone without reſpect for the day 


obſtinately continued his labour. But a company of 


thoſe holy martyrs appearing to him ſurrounded with

a great light, he was ſeized by inviſible hands, ard 
tormented a long time. In the mean while the mar- 
_ tyrs preſent at his puniſhment reproached him for his 
impiety, and his boldneſs in putting his, profane and 
idolatrous hands to a work, deſigned for a temple to 
the living Ged. That poor man frighted by this vi- 
ſion. intimidated with this reprimand, but much more 
ſenſibiy affected ſtill with the ſtripes he had received, 
ran to the aſſembly of the faithful, and became a chriſ- 
tian I will alſo add a miracle known and averred 
by all the province. The wife of Quinctius, a perſon 


conſiderable for his rank, was ſo very paralytic, that 


ſhe had no longer the uſe of her legs. She deſired to 
be taken to Agaune, hoping to recover her health there 
by the interceſſion of the holy martyrs. In effect, hav- 
ing obtained permiſſion of her huſband, ſhe was no 


ſooner carried into the church, than her half dead 


limbs recovered new life. She returned on foot to the 
inn; and ſhe carries now wherever ſhe goes a viſible 
and authentic teſtimony of the power thoſe illuſtrious 
legionaries have with God. We ſhall ſay nothing of 
ſeveral other miracles daily wrought by their inter-

| W is very profitable to preſent to the chriſtians the 
glorious combats of the martyrs, and to quench the 
pious thirſt of their ſouls, to uſe this expreſſion, with 
that precious blood, The paſtors make uſe of theſe 
great examples in their inſtructions to the people 
amidſt the holy martyrs; and the faithful compre- 
hending the advantage and ſolid gain found in dying 
for 2 Chriſt, even wiſh for the ſame lot. The 
emperors continuing at Rome their brutal perſecution 
againſt the chriſtians, and defiring to reduce the true 
religion under their idolatry, ſent to the prefect of 
Gaul a ſtrict order to make the ſtatues of Jupiter and 
lia be adored in all the extent of his department: 
giving their word that thoſe who. conſented to the 
profane worſhip of thoſe falſe gods, or rather real de- 
vils, mould be eſtabliſhed upon the ſtate; endeavour- 
ing thus to excite covetouſneſs ſo natural to the human 
heart, and thinking to ſeduce thoſe by benefits, who 
were invincible to diſcourſes. The ſame edict gave 
ſentence againſt thoſe that ſhould perſiſt in confeſſing 
the name of Jeſus Chriſt, There was then at Nantes 
a young man called Doxatian, illuſtrious by his birth, 
but more ſo by his faith: who had ſubdued the paſ- 
 fGons of youth by the maturity of his mind, and who 
ſupported and guided by the fear of the Lord, repulſed [7 
the remptations of the wicked ſpirit with a wonder. 
ful courage and fidelity. He had paſſed from idola- | 
try to the chriſtian religion: purified thus with the 
water of baptiſm, penetrated with the holy TS, 'F 
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The Martyrdom of St. Rogatian, c. 3r. 
and armed. with the ſcience of God, he made the tri- 
umph of Jeſus Chriſt reſound aloud every where in 
his own perſon : and for fear of burying the talent 
which God had entruſted with him, he continually 
caſt the happy feeds of our faith into the hearts of the _ 
gentiles. . The ardour of his holineſs, and the grace 
of his eloquence, very ſoon drew over his brother Ro- 
gatian, who tho? the eldeſt in the order of nature, yet 
he always honoured the oldneſs of faith and religion 
in his younger. He even urged that dear brother t6 
make him receive baptiſm before the perfecution 
broke out, for fear that tempeſt ſhould ſurpriſe him' 
ſtill a pagan or catechumen: wiſhing, he ſaid, to com- 
bat, and be crowned like him, However the abſence 
and flight of the prieſts was an obſtacle to that deſire; 
but his blood gloriouſly ſupplied the water which fail- 
ed him. In the mean time the perſecutor entering in- 
to the city of Nantes, with all the apparatus of his 
miniſtry, was immediately excited to the ſlaughter by 


the inhabitants that ſurrounded him. Equitable judge, 


ſay they, you come happily to bring back that ſect to 
the worſhip of the gods, which has left the Jews to 
follow the crucified, We acquaint you that Donetian 
is the firſt here on whom you ought to exercife the 
rigour of your judgment; for not content with leay- 


ing our religion, his diſcourſes here have alſo perverted 


his brother; and they both deſpifing with impunity 
the gods Fupiter and Apollo, which our invincible em- 
perors adore, they make the ancient and public belief 
almoſt. give way to their new and ſingular errors. 
You will be convinced of the truth of this relation,

you not only do not acknowledge Jupiter and Apollo, 
thoſe gods that gave you life, and-preſerve it for you; 


but that you even inſuit and blaſpheme them; and 
preaching to the people I know not what other life, 
you draw many into the ſect of the crucified. Dona- 
tian anſwered him, You ſpeak more truly than you 


imagine, by reproaching me with deſiring to withdraw 
many from their blindneſs, and bring them to the 
knowledge of the true God, who alone merits our 


adorations, The prefect ſaid, Put an end to thy re- 
monſtrances, or thy life will very ſoon be taken from 
thee. Donatian anſwered, You will fall yourſelf into 
the misfortune with which you threaten me; you who 
buried in ſuperſtition, prefer the darkneſs of your opi- 
nions to the light of Jeſus Chriſt, which you do not 
even ſee, Upon which the prefect in a fury, ordered 
him to be thrown into a den with irons on his feet, 
that the ſeverity of this treatment might ſhake his 
faith, o: at leait be an example to prevent the ſpecta- 
tors from imitating him. Then his brother being 
brought, the prefe& began to uſe mild and poiſoned 
careſſes in his regard, knowing well that flattering and 


inſinuating manners frequently ſoften thoſe that are

made obſtinate by violence. Regatian, ſays he, I hear 
you inconſiderately withdraw from the ſervice of the 
gods, who have given you a birth with ſo much wit 


and wiſdom ; and I have a ſenſible regret, that after 


ſo many proofs you formerly gave of your judgment, 


you ſhould let yourſelf be ſurpriſed by the imagina- 


tions of ſome frentic perſons, Do not you ſee, that 


for this God alone whom you confeſs, you incvr the 
indignation of all others? But in fine, fince you are 


not yet defiled with the baptiſm of the chriſtians, if 


you are not obſtinate in your firſt ſtep, you may ſtill 
hope for your fortune, to enter into the palace of the 


emperors, and the temples of the gods, a happy life, 


and even more honourable than what you have hi-- 


therto led. Reogatrian replied, You are a great pro- 
ficient in making dad promiſes, baſe judge as you 


are, who name your emperor before your gods. But 


what rank do thoſe divinities hold in your temples, 


which are in effect inferiour to men, tho in the main 
vou have a great ſhare in their miſery; ſince if they 

deaf by the matter they are compoſed of, you are 
deaf alſo in regard of the truth: if they have no 


life, you have no diſcernment, Is it not juſt, after 


all, that all thoſe: who adore ſtones, ſhould become 


like them. The judge immediately ſaid to his mi- 


niſters, Lead this ſenſeleſs diſciple into priſon to his 
maſter, that to-morrow the ſword of juſtice may pub- 


lickly avenge the- injury done to our princes.

. did thoſe two torches of the faith, ſhut up 
in a dark and obſcure place, enlighten it more 

by their preſence, than they ſuffered: from the incon- 


venience of it. The bleſſed Ropatian grieved only to 
find himſelf ſtill without baptiſm ; it ſeemed to him 


however, that the embraces of his brother ſupplied the 


place of that ſalutary bath to him. Donatian on his 


ſide, touched with his affliction, poured himſelf out 


in prayer for his brother, and ſaid, O Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, who in the order of thy juſtice makeſt ſincere 
deſires equal their effects; ſince in fine leaving us only 
the vows, thou haſt reſerved the execution to thyſelf ; 
let the pure faith of Rogatian ſerve him for a baptiſm : 
and if it happen that the *prefe& ſhould put us to 
death to-morrow, as he has reſolved, let the blood of 
thy ſervant be to him a ſacramental ablution and 
unction. Having . finiſhed this prayer, which came 
from the bottom of his heart, they watched all night ; 
and the next day being come, they expected the hour 
of their death and their recompence. The prefect 
fitting upon his tribunal, as the day before, he would 
judge thoſe holy confeſſors in the preſence of all the 
people. They faw thoſe objects of the joy of angels 
come from a mouroful priſon; the dry and barren 
ground of a den had produced thoſe happy fruits of 


the church. The thorns: of tribulation ſurrounded. 
thoſe ſacred roſes. + In fine, in a body loaded with 


chains their ſoul was become more free and ſtronger 
to reſiſt the tyrant, Do not expect, ſays he to them, 
that I ſhall begin again with you by mildneſs, the 
duty of my office would be intereſted at laſt thereby : 
and otherwiſe you have rendered yourſelves unworthy 
of it by refuſing to acknowledge the majeſty of the 
gods; or what is ſtill more criminal, by nb it

under foot, after having acknowledged it. The two 


martyrs anſwered him, Your wiſdom, which is below 
all ignorance and ſtupidity, equals that of thoſe ſenſe- 
leſs figures of ſtone and metal which you adore, For 
our parts, ours conſiſt in reſolving upon all the tor- 
ments which the rage of your executioners can invent: 
we loſe nothing in reſtoring our lives to him from 
whom we received them, and receiving in exchanye 
the immenſe treaſure and weight of glory which ex- 
pects us. The prefe& fuming with rage made them 

e ſtretched upon the rack, intending at leaſt to break 
their bodies, 1f he could do nothing to their ſouls : 
and ſatisfying his fury ſo much the more, as the ex- 
ecutioner would be a long time in tormenting them, 


without taking away their life. He ordered how- 


ever that, after thoſe long and cruel trials, their heads 
ſhould be cut off. the executioner, by an unworthy 
complaiſance for the prefet, which augmented the 


merit of thoſe holy martyrs, plunged a lance into their 
throat before he finiſhed them with his ſword. Thus 


they both aſcended into heaven. Donatian glorious 
for having gained his brother; and Rogatian happy in 
having attained like him to the crown of martyrdom; 
the one having been the cauſe of the ſalvation of the

| the firſt, Supported by an abundant grace, fortified 


by the hopes of the reward which approached, they

12 fourth of the ides of March, (12th of March) 
1 under the conſulſhip of Taſcus and Anulin, at 
Thebefta, in Numidia, Maximilian being preſented to 
the proconſul Dion by Fabius Victor, commillary of the 
army in Africa, Pompejan, ſolicitor of the emperor, 
ſaid, The commiſſary Fabius, and Valerian his col- 
league, appointed by Ce/ar to enroll the new ſoldiers, 
have brought Maximilian, the ſon of YVifer, and pre- 


| ſent him to be enrolled. And fince he appears to me 
to be ſuch as the ordinances require, I deſire he may 


now be meaſured. The proconlul looking upon Max- 


imilian, ſaid to him, What do they call you? Maxi- 


milian anſwered : Why will you know my name ? I 
declare to you that I will not be enrolled, becauſe I 
am a Chriſtian, The proconſul replied, It matters 
not, let them ſee however if he is of the requiſite ſta- 
ture, And whilſt they meaſured him, he continued to 
proteſt againſt the violence they did him, to what pur- 
poſe is all this, I tell you I cannot enter into the troops 
of your Ce/ars, and the reaſon is, Tam a chriſtian. The 
proconſul ſaid, Let him be meaſured : and when he 
was meaſured, an officer ſaid, He is five feet ten 
inches, The proconſul ſaid to the officer, Let him be 


marked. And Maximilian unwilling to ſutfer it: no, 


no, ſays he, I will never permit it. I will not, I 
cannot do what you deſire, The proconſul ſaid to 
him, My friend, believe me, reſolve to march, if thou

wilt preſerve thy life. Maximilian anſwered, I will 


not march, though you were to knock me down. I 


will never be a foldier of the emperor, being one al- 
ready of my God. The proconſul, Who puts this 
into thy head ? Maximilian, My reaſon, and he that 
has called me to the faith. The proconſul addreſſing

The proconſul, I will ſend thee to thy Jefus Chriſt, 
Maximilian, Would to God it were inſlantly; it is the 


| greateſt happineſs I could obtain. The proconſul ſaid 


to an officer, Let him be marked, and put the coller 
upon him. Maximilian, I will not ſuffer it; I can- 


not reſolve to bear the marks of a worldly militia ; 


and if they are put upon me by force, I will break 
them immediately. I am a chriſtian ; I am not per- 
mitted to receive a coller with the cyphers of the em- 
peror, after receiving the honourable mark and the 
ſalutary ſign of Jeſus Chriſt my Lord and fon of the 
living God. But you know him not, and yet he has 
ſuffered death for you and me. It is him that we 


chriſtians ſerve ; it is to him that we are attached, as 


to the author of our ſalvation and eternal happineſs. 
'The proconſul, Enroll thyſelf, left thou bring ſome 
misfortune upon thee. Maximilian, None will. hap- 
pen to me, and I will not be enrolled. I have al- 


ready told you ſo ; the God whom I ſerve has already 


taken my name, and I can no longer engage myſelf 
to another. The proconſul, Conſider, my friend, that 


thou art in the flower of thy youth, and nothing is 
more ſuitable to a young man than to bear arms for

his prince and his country. Maximilian, I bear them 
for my God; and I again repeat, that I am a chriſ- 
tian, and a ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt, J cannot be one of 

the emperor. The proconſul, but there are chriſtians 
in the army, there are ſome amongſt the guards; and 
are diſtinguiſhed by their courage, attention, aud fide- 
lity. Maximilian, They know what is proper for 
them; as to me, I can tell you nothing eMe but that 
I am a chriſtian like them, and yet I will not be of a 
_ profeſſion wherein I may offend God. The proncon- 
ſul, But what evil do thoſe that. go to war f Maximi- 
lian, You know it too well. The proconſul, This is 
loſing time in ſuperfluous diſcourſes ; thou mult either 
march, or die. Maximilian, I will not march, nor 
ſhall I die: for though I quit the earth, my ſoul will 
live in heaven with jeſus Chriſt my good maſter. The 
| proconſul ſeeing he could gain nothing upon the mind 
of Maximilian, pronounced ſentence of. death againſt 
him, and the ſecretary read it in theſe terms: We 
condemn Maximilian to loſe his head, for having con- 
temptuouſly and obſtinately refuſed to take the oath 
of a ſoldier. That glorious-martyr was only twenty- 
one years, three months, and eighteen days old. As 
he was led to-puniſhment, he ſaid to the chriſtians he 
met, My dear brethren, let your moſt ardent deſire be 
to come quickly to the boundary I am at; figh with 
all your heart for that happy moment, which is to 
make you enjoy the ſight of God; and ceaſe not to 
pray, till you have obtained from his bounty a crown 
like that 1 am going to receive. And turning to his 
father, he ſaid with a gay countenance, Pray give my 
new garment to this honeſt man who is to cut off my 
head, which you got made for my going into the ar- 
my. So may you, after receiving the hundred fold 
on earth for that good work, be ſoon reunited in hea- 
ven to your ſon, to praiſe and bleſs eternally the God 
of plory who reigns there. Ending theſe words, he

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received the ſtroke which finiſhed his life. A wo- 
man of quality called Pompeiana, with difficulty ob- 
tained the martyr's body; and keeping it ſome time 
in her houſe, ſhe ſent it to Carthage, where ſhe 
erected a ſmall tomb near that of St. Cyprian, and 
was buried there herſelf, dying thirteen days after.

There was but Marcel, 


one of the centurions or captains of the legion, who re- 


fuſed to take a ſhare in that feaſt, which he deemed as 


profane and fuperſtitious, Actuated even by a ſudden 


motion, with an ardent and impetuous zeal, he threw 
down' his belt at the foot of the ſtandard, crying out, I 


am a ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt the eternal king- Then 
putting off his caſack and his arms, and ' plucking 


from his neck the leaden medal whereon a vine was 
engraven, which was the mark ofa captain, he tramp- 


led upon them, and added, I this moment renounce the 


ſervice of your Emperors and the worſhip of your-gods 
of ſtone and wood, which are only deaf and dumb 
idols, If it be permitted to be in the millitary ſervice 


only on this unhappy condition of ſacrificing to mortal 


men, and inanimate ,gods, there is my belt, medal, 
fword, and arms ; I abandon all, I quit the ſervice, 


and ceaſe to march under the enfigns of Rome. An 


action done with ſo much noiſe equally ſurprized all 
that were the witneſſes of it. They ſeized Marcel 


and led him to Ana/tafins Fortunatus their commander, 


who ſent him to priſon. After the feaſt was over, and 
this general officer was gone from table, he aſſembled 
the council of war, and commanded Marcel to be 
brought. Then the colonel ſaid to him, How comes 
it that contrary to the order and laws of diſcipline, you 
have preſumed to throw your belt and arms to the 
ground? Marcel anſwered, Laſt July as they were 
celebrating the feaſt of the emperors in the camp, I 
declared aloud that I was a chriſtian and a ſoldier of 


Jeſus Chriſt, the ſon of the father almighty, and on 


that account 1 could no longer ſerve in the army of the 
Ceſars, Your paſſion, replied Fortunatus, has made 
too much noiſe for me to diſſemble it, and I cannot 
avoid giving notice of it to the court. In the mean

Aurelius Agricolan, who you know is lieutenant of the 
prefe& of the pretorium in this province, and com- 
mander in chief. On the third calends of November, 

Marcel was conducted to Tanger, where Agricolan com- 

monly reſided. The officer preſenting him to that go- 
| vernor, ſaid, Lord, this is Marcel the centurion whom 
Fortunatus ſends before your excellency. He writes to 
you, and if you give the order the letter ſhall be read. 
Agricolan, let it be done. They read what follows; to 
my lord Apr.colan, &c. This officer, after throwing 
down his belt, ſaid aloud he was a chriſtian, in the pre- 
ſence of all the ſoldiers, and accompanying this impi- 
ous declaration with a thouſand blaſphemies againſt the 
immortal gods and our auguſt emperors. I fend him 
to you, that what your prudence ſhall ordain in this 
affair may be ſpeedily executed. Then Agr.colan ſaid 
to Marcel, Is this true which your colonel ſends to me, 
and have you ſpoken in this manner ? Marce/anſwer- 
ed, Yes, lord, I have. uſed theſe -diſcourſes, I do not 
defend myſelf. Agricolan: You are a captain of foot 
now ſerving in the legion of Trajan? Marcel, Yes, 
lord, Iam. Agricolan: What fury or folly aduated 
you to commit fo criminal an action, and to utter words 
ſo injurious to the majeſty of the gods and the Cæſars? 
Marcel ; It is not fury which makes thofe ſpeak who 
fear the almighty God. Agricolan: You grant then 
that you have ſaid all that is in the verbal proceſs your 
colonel has ſent ? Marcel: Yes, lord, I grant I have 
ſaid ſo. Agricolan : You have thrown down your arms ? 
Marcel. Yes, I threw them. down, for I thought it 
was unworthy of a chriſtian who has the honour to ſerve
